Elba City Council plays to standing-room-only crowd

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday night was over and the 
building cleared within an hour, in 
spite of the fact there was a standing 
room only crowd present for the pro- 
ceedings, 

The largest portion of the spec- 
tators were present to show their 
concern and support for improving 
the recreation facilities in and 
around the old Mulberry School 
building. 

Lisa Williams, who serves as Dis- 
trict 1 Secretary, read from a pre- 
pared statement expressing the views 
of the Concerned Citizens of District 
One and other districts asking the 
council to consider a 21 point pro- 

sal for added recreation facilities 
in the Mulberry community. 

She explained the need for a 
place for the youth to go after school 
and during the summer. Something 
which would keep them off the 
streets and out of trouble, develop 
their athletic skills and outlook on 
life in general. 

She also promised a _ weekly 
clean-up group from the community 
to make sure the area is clean and

On Wednesday, February 26, 
a bill for declaratory judge- 
ment was filed with the Circuit 
Court of Coffee County by 
Richard J. Spurlin, an Elba at- 
torney, on behalf of Theresa 
Miller.

Council member Winzel Gra 
showed the council @ petition wi 
over 300 names of community cit- 
izens requesting and/or su ing 
the enhanced recreation faclities in 
the Mulberry area. 

Mayor James Grimes explained 
that the cost of that work was not in 
the budget, but it was possible some 
of the outside work could be done 
this year and the other budgeted for 
future years. He also noted that vol- 
unteers or matching grant funds 
could increase the amount of work 
the municipal funds could ac-

rimes also pointed out that the 
school property does’n not belong to 
the city, but is still school board 
property. he said no extensive ex- 
penditure of city funds could be 
done until the school quits using the 
facility and the deeds have been 
transferred to the city. 

Grimes also gave the council the 
legally required semi-annual report 
on the financial condition of the city. 

According to the prepared state- 
ment, “The current financial posture 
of the City of Elba is excellent.” 
Grimes said the city does not have 
any short term indebtedness. 

The only long term indebtedness 
is $335,276.00 from the 1969 FHA 
Sewer Project. This was an original 
loan of $410,000 and will pay out in 
2010. That loan gathered interest for 
a couple of years before any pay- 
ments began, thus for several years, 
Elba actually owed more than the 
Original loan. 

The mayor explained that the city 
can pay the monthly bills and oper- 
ate the city but that doesn't mean 
they can pave streets, construct sew- 
er lines, etc. without outside grant 
funds.

County moves to expand water system

The Coffee County Commission 
was in a “request granting mode” 
Monday morning as they approved 
several requests during their bi- 
monthly meeting. Fredrick Hamilton 
from the Southeast Alabama Region- 
al Planning and Development Board 
was on hand to discuss a proposed 
water project with the commission- 
ers. 

He presented two resolutions for 
the proposed FY 97 CDBG (Com- 
munity Development Block Grant) 
project for water system improve- 
ments in District One, Commission- 
er Linda Westbrook’s district. 

The block grants are secured 


“thPOugh the Alabama Department of 


Economic and Community Affairs 
(ADECA),. 

The project calls for the extend- 
ing of the Jack Water System to ser- 
vice rural residential sections in Dis- 
trict One presently not being 
serviced by the Jack, Elba or Cren- 
shaw water systems. 

Hamilton estimates the total cost 
of the project at $144,800.00 with 
the county's share being $72,400.00 
and thi} remainder being funded by a 
Community Development Block 
Grant. 

Commissioner Westbrook told 
commissioners that the Jack Water 
Authority hac p'edged its support of 
the project, and is willing to budget 
funds to be used in meeting the nec- 
essary matching funds. 

She noted that she is presently 
working on securing other sources of 
revenue to be used as matching 
funds, 

Hamilton explained that one reso- 
lution was to assure ADECA the 
county would underwrite the project 
and the second resolution gave the 
commission chairman the authority 
to sign all the necessary documenta- 
tion. 

He noted that the deadline for 
submitting the application for the 
grant was May 9, 1997. 

Commissioner Stephens ex- 
pressed concern about the amount of 
the matching funds being unwritten

“That is more than we have ever 
stood for before,” said Stephens. 

Hamilton noted that there is a 
substantial amount of time to secure 
the ae since it will not be 
known until September if the county 
will receive the grant. 

“What we can do,” said Hamil- 
ton, “If the grant is funded and we 
can’t come up with the money, we 
can either turn it down or ask that it 
be reduced proportionally.” 

Hamilton noted that the grants are 
awarded based on a points system, 
and by committing to a larger pro- 
portion of matching funds increases 
the amount of points accredited to 
the grant application thus increasing 
the chances of receiving the t. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the commission voted unani- 
mously in favor of the two resolu- 
lions as presented by Hamilton, 

Juvenile Probation Officer Gary 
Watson received quick approval for 
his request for a vehicle appropria- 
tion. 

Watson explained to the commis- 
sioners that the Juvenile Probation 
office had been using a 1988 Buick 
Park Avenue acquired from the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office since Novem- 
ber 1995, 

In February of 1997, the DA’s of- 
fice sent the title and a request for 
$1,000 (appraisal price) to the JPO. 

Watson told commissioners that 
the car was in good shape and was 
very beneficial to the JPO as a back- 
up vehicle, He asked the commission 
for assistance in paying for the vehi- 
cle. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made the motion to amend the bud- 
geted amount from county funds to 
the Juvenile Probation Office by 
$1,000.00. The motion passed unani- 
mously, 

Turning to other matters, commis- 
sioners signed a resolution which re- 
ates the gp to appropriate 
unds for the closure and post- 


ilton, of South East Alabama Re- 
gional Planning and Development, 
request final approval for plans on a 
community development sewer im- 
provement grant application and 
matching funds, The $480,000 pro- 
ject will extend sewer lines out 84 
East and West. The cost is high, 
Hamilton explained, because of the 
need for pumps to get the sewage up 
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closure expenses of the county- 
owned landfill. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) has mandated that a 
financial assurance plan be adopted 
to ensure the necessary funds will be 
available at the appropriate time. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
stated that the county has been set- 
ling aside funds for this ever since 
the landfill was opened. “This action 
by the commission just makes it offi- 
cial,” he said. 

Under the heading of old busi- 
ness, commissioners opened and 
awarded bids on the repair of a D6 
and D8 dozer, and the purchase of 
gasoline and diesel fuel for the 
county highway department. 

Heath Gulf Oil Company of En- 
terprise was the low bidder on both 
low sulphur diesel and gasoline. 
Their bid was .012¢ per gallon be- 
low the state bid prices on both. 

Tractor & Equipment Company 
of Montgomery submitted the low 
bid on the repairing of the undercar- 
riages on both the D6 and D8 dozers, 
Their bids were $19,777.85 and 
$23,165.64 respectively. 

The next meeting of the commis- 
sion is set for Monday, May 12, 
1997, at 9:00 a.m.

Another bot- 
tle was smaller, but still much larger than needed and more expensive 
to mail, We saw this particular incident but our indignant citizen said it 
is not unusual for others to be just as absurd 


There has been a lot of national press coverage of several U, 5, Presi- 
dents and General Colin Powell and their push for volunteerism, That 
is a bit late in Elba, Alabama, There are pictures in this issue of citi- 
zens in District One volunteering. on a recent Saturday morning. Sev- 
eral months ago the Chamber of Commerce also sponsored another 
such group. Volunteers are a good way to get community projects off 
the ground and to keep them going. We do have a little bit of a prob- 
lem with President Clinton's suggestion of paying coordinators for 
these volunteers, Many of us will help when we can, but are a little 
slow to give our time free when being encouraged by someone paid to 


pump us up, 


There should be some way to pul a stop to the problems of the latest 
confrontation with federal authorities by extremist groups without the 
use of physical force. The Texas group who think Texas should be a 
separate country are using harassing legal tactics to get attention and 
reportedly even money. Regardless of the validity of their claims, fil- 
‘ing false liens against public officials, neighbors, etc. just shouldn't be 
allowed in the U, S. of A. Now they have kidnapped and wounded two 
neighbors ... a retired couple, who just want to enjoy their retirement. 
Holding them for ransom (exchange of a jailed comrade) is pure extor- 
tion and should be prosecuted as such. Authorities have probably let 
these people get away with their actions far too long. It gives them a 
false feeling of security in their illegal actions. 


The next two weeks are the times to really watch the Alabama Legisla- 
ture, With neither the education nor the general fund budgets ready for 
the governor’s signature, we expect the usual last minute rush to get 
something “upstairs.” That leads to some bad proposals within those 
budgets and some bad swapouts with fellow lawmakers to gain the 
necessary votes to pass anything. There is probably not a single person 
who ever served in the Alabama Legislature who hasn't voted on a ma- 
jor issue, such as a budget, at the last minute without knowing the full 
details of the final draft. That can lead to bad, expensive laws.

A Call to Action to Preserve Medicare 


The news was expected to be 
grim, so it caught few by surprise last 
week when the government officially 
confirmed that Medicare's Part A 
Trust Fund is racing toward bank- 
ruptcy. The report of Medicare's 
impending demise will hopefully set 
the stage for true partnership between 
the White House and Congress to 
finally preserve and protect Medi 
care for all Americans. 

On April 24, Medicare’s bi 
partisan Board of Trustees issued its 
annual Medicare report. The trustees 
said: “In the absence of corrective 
legislation, the assets of the Hospital 
Insurance Trust Fund would be de- 
pleted in the year 2001, based on 
most probable economic and demo- 
graphic assumptions.” In short, the 
Medicare Hospital Insurance Trust 
Fund — the fund which Seniors de- 
pend upon for their hospital coverage 
— will be exhausted in just four years. 

Medicare is in adesperate situ- 
ation. The Medicare Hospital Insur- 
ance Trust Fund lost $5.3 billion in 
1996, the largest financial drop in the 
history of the program, with the ex 
ception of the one-time fund transfer 
trom Medicare to Social Security in 
1983. The Medicare Trustees’ report 
offers no optimism with projections 
of another $18 billion in losses in 
1998 alone 

In 1995, for the first time ever 
Medicare started spending more than 
it took in through payroll taxes. And 
this year, it’s losing a staggering $40 
million a day. If allowed to continue 
Medicare's losses will increase the 
federal budget deficit by $180 billion 
by the time it goes bankrupt. The 


Trustees say Medicare spending will 
increase on average 8.1 percent while 
tax income to the trust fund will in- 
crease only 4.7 percent.

Cigarette smoking is perhaps the 
most devastating, preventable cause 
of disease and premature death in 
neatly 450,000 Americans each year 
according to the Department of 
Health and Human Services, 

Included in this figure is one out 
of every five teenagers, Smoking is 
particularly dangerous for teens be 
cause their bodies are still de- 
veloping and changing. and the 
4,000 chemicals (including 200 
known poisons) in cigarette smoke 
can adversely affect this process. 

Cigarettes are highly addictive, 
both mentally and physically, and 
can serve as a major gateway to oth- 
er forms of drug addiction, 

Adolescent cigarette smokers are 
100 times more likely to smoke mar- 
ijuana and are more likely to use oth- 
er illicit drugs such as cocaine and 
heroin in the future according to sta 
tistics provided by the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Adininistration which is a division 
of the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

One might ask, what are some of 
the risks associated with smoking? 

The risks include, but are not lim- 
ited to diminished or extinguished 
sense of smell and taste, frequent 
colds, smoker’s cough, gastric ul- 
cers, chronic bronchitis, increase in 
heart rate and blood pressure, pre- 
mature and more abundant face 
wrinkles, emphysema, heart disease, 
stroke, cancer of the mouth, larynx, 
pharynx, esophagus, lungs, pancreas, 
cervix, uterus, and bladder. 

Keeping in mind tobacco is ad- 
dictive. This is what causes a need 
for greater amounts of the nicotine 
that is in the cigarette and is also the 
substance which causes the desired 
effect. 

If a smoker tries to quit, the psy- 
chological and physical dependency 
causes the person to suffer with- 
drawal symptoms. 

These symptoms include: changes 
in body temperature, heart rate 
changes, digestion problems, loss of 
muscle tone, and appetite increases. 

The psychological symptoms in- 
clude: irritability, anxiety, sleep dis- 
turbances, nervousness, headaches, 
fatigue, nausea, and cravings for to- 
bacco that can last for days, weeks, 
months, years, or an entire lifetime. 

Smoking can actually cause or 
further increase stress, nervousness, 
and agitation rather than calm a per- 
son down. a 

Since cigarettes are highly ad- 
dictive, it is easy,to understand why 
one-third of young people today who 
are just “experimenting” end up be- 


ing addicted by the time they turn 
twenty years old 

if cigareties are known to kill, 
why do people begin a habit they 
know will eventually kill them? 

Most say it is peer pressure, oth- 
ers say rebellion in young people 

Whatever the reason, the risks far 
outweigh the pleasures 

Second hand smoke is fe 
gporisible for approximately 3,000 
lung cancer deaths annually of non 
smokers in the United States, thus 
the argument for smoke-free build- 
ings 

Some quick facts that are pointed 
out by the Center for Substance 
Abuse Prevention are: Use your 
head, Smoking is responsible for 
close to 420,000 deaths each year; 
Stay active, exercising and par- 
ticipating in sports is nearly im- 
possible if you smoke cigarettes; 
Stay informed, young smokers are 
100 times more likely to smoke pot 
and become addicted to other illicit 
substances such as heroin and co- 
caine; Be aware of the risk, smoking 
can lead to many physical problems, 


smoking can lead to many physical 
problems, including pa dln 
heart disease, stroke, and cancer; 


Keep your edge, siioking makes you 
smell bad, and gives you premature 
wrinkles; Play it safe, experimenting 
with smoking could lead to full 
fledged addiction and a lifetime of 
trying to quit; Do the smart thing, 
smoking puts your health and the 
health of those around you at risk; 
Get with the program, smoking isn’t 
“in” anymore; find ways to reduce 
anxiety, smoking may actually con- 
tribute to your state of agitation; Be 
a real friend, if you know someone 
who smokes, be part of the solution, 
Urge your friend to get help and 
quit. 

Young people today are very con- 
scientious about appearance, and it 
has been said by some teens that 
“kissing a smoker is like licking an 
ashtray.” That should be sufficient 
reason to stop smoking, don’t you 
think?

USDA considers regulations to address 
contract poultry growers issues 


Agriculture Secretary Dan Glick- 
man has announced that as part of 
the Clinton Administration's contin- 
ued effort to address the needs of 
family farmers, USDA's Grain In- 
specuion, Packers and Stockyards 
Administration (GIPSA) issued an 
Advance Notice of Proposed Rule- 
making secking comments on con- 
cerns contract poultry growers have 
raised about their relaionships with 
poultry companies. 

The advance notice was pub- 
lished in the Feb, 10, 1997 Federal 
Register, with the comment period 
ending May 12, 1997, 

As the halfway point of the com- 
ment period nears, potential respon- 
dents are reminded that GIPSA con- 
tinues to seek comments from all 
segments of the industry on the an- 
ticipated benefits and/or burdens, es- 
pecially to smaller operations involv- 
ing Jess than $500,000 in poultry 
annually, that may result from the 
rulemaking under consideration. 

Specifically, GIPSA is seeking 
comments on (1) grower payments 
tied to performance of other grow- 
ers; (2) the accuracy of feed weights, 
feed delivery, and feed pickup proce- 


dures; and (3) procedures for weigh- 
ing live birds. 

The comments received will ena- 
ble the Department to determine 
whether, and what type of, addition- 


al regulatory action(s) may be neces- 
sary to protect contract poultry 
growers, 


All written submissions received 
pursuant to the ANPR will be made 
part of the record and available for 
public inspection. However, GIPSA 
recognizes that some potential com- 
mentors may have concerns that dis- 
closure of their identity could expose 
them to possible disadvantages in 
their business. 

If individuals wish to submit a 
comment anonymously, the com- 
ment will be accepted, and it will be 
given the same consideration as all 
other comments received.

Attorney General warns 
against charitable fraud 


Attorney General Bill Pryor has 
issued a warning to consumers to 
guard against fundraisers who false- 
ly claim to represent law enforce- 
ment, firefighters or other public 
safety officials. 

“Operation False Alarm” is a na- 
tion-wide public education and en- 
forcement effort to protect contribu- 
tors and public servants from such 
unscrupulous and deceptive solicita- 
tions. 

“Many citizens are generous in 
support of our law officers and fire- 
fighters,” Pryor said, “Fraudulent 
solicitations cheat both those who- 
give their money, and the public ser- 
vants who truly deserve our sup- 
port.” 

“This problem has and is costing 
the citizens of Alabama hard-earned 
money, thinking they are contribut- 
ing to the Peace Officers Associa- 
tion, when in reality it is going to 
other organizations as well as 
groups in other states,” stated Rob- 
ert B. Finley, executive director of 
the Alabama State Troopers Associ- 
ation. 

Finley said he has received com- 
plaints about solicitations from peo- 
ple falsely identifying themselves to 
be troopers, and added that he is 
very much concerned by reported 
claims that tickets could be fixed in 
return for donations. 

He stated further that some or- 
ganizations use a name similar to 
that of the Alabama State Trooper 
Association in their solicitations, 
leading people to believe it is this 
association, when in fact it is not. 

Attorney General Pryor advises 
consumers to first take the follow- 
ing precautions when called upon to 
give: 

*Check with the agency said to 
be represented; verify that they will 
received the claimed benefits 

*Ask for written details - infor- 
mation about the organization's mis- 
sion, etc, 

*Beware of meaningless or con- 
fusing language. ‘Tax exempt 
means they don’t have to pay taxes - 
tax deductible means the donor can 
make a deduction on income tax re- 
turn 

*Be skeptical when someone 
thanks you for a pledgeyou don't re- 
call making - a dishonest approach 
lo pressure you into giving 

*Waich for sound-alike names - 
that may closely resemble legitimate 
organizations 

*Ask for details of how the mon- 
ey will be distributed 

*Refuse high-pressure appeals 

*Consider the cost when you re- 
ceive a gift or token for your dona- 
tion - it may deflect from the true 
benefit to the charity 

*Be wary of contests that ask for 
contributions - a person should not 
have to donate to be eligible to win 

*Pay by check - use complete 
name of the charity - cash can be lost 
or stolen 

*Give on your Own terms - as 


generously as you wish; research the 
causes carefully, and make contribu- 
tions wisely 

*Check it out if you are suspi- 
cious: Call Pryor’s Office of Consu- 
mer Affairs at 1-800-392-5658 for 
information about charities that reg- 
ister with the Attorney General’s Of- 
fice, or to make a complaint about 
any bad experiences you may have.

ROAY gathers information from 
veterans and computerizes their 
name, current residence, military 
units they served in and the ime pe- 
riods served in each outfit. ' 

Persons who join ROAY will r¢- 
ceive an initial and annual printout 
of all veterans in the organization's 
database who served in the same unit 
during the same time frame as the 
joining member, The printout will 
show the current address and phone 
number of surviving unit members, 

Veltwrans are encouraged to write 
to ROAV for information on how to 
get themselves registered, ROAV 
will then send them the proper forms 
to complete and become part of the 
database,

wrote, “I called a name in New York
